Students and Long 
Beach residents 
rallied against 
corporate America.

Approximately 90 people, includ- 
ing Long Beach residents and Cal 
State Long Beach students; gathered 
at Bluff Park at 6 p.m. on Oct. 7 to 
spend the evening protesting what 
they perceive to be government injus- 
tice and corruption within the Ameri- 
can financial sector. 

The next morning, locals marched 
through the Long Beach financial 
district, displaying signs and singing 
songs before ending the march at Lin- 
coln Park, where they held an open mic 
event. 

The group of protesters gathered un- 
der the name of Occupy Long Beach, 
a local offshoot of the Occupy Wall 
Street protests in New York. 

“Long Beach is one of the most di- 
verse cities in the country,” said Cal 
State Long Beach student Ben Fisher, 
who has been involved with the pro- 
tests since they were initially orga- 
nized several weeks‘ago.“‘In our méet- 
ings, we represent a lot of the groups 
in Long Beach — black, Latino, white 
— and they all seem to think that it is 
time for change.” 

The “occupy” movement is not eas- 
ily characterized but Long Beach’s 
version was primarily composed of 
people who believe that corporations 
should not have the legal rights of per- 
sonhood, that more money should be 
used for assisting the poor and impov- 
erished and that education should be 
free or heavily subsidized by the gov- 
ernment, among other tHings. 

During the open mic session, count- 
less people took to the microphone. 

CSULB student Jennifer Klasing 
stood up to express her frustration 
with the banking sector. 
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Occupy Long Beach protesters gathered at the Long Beach financial district and marched to Lincoln Park Jor an open mic session. 


“Do you understand that corporate 
America’ is gambling your money?” 
she asked: 

Another CSULB student, Macken- 
zie Roberson, used her time at the mi- 
crophone to talk about how dwindling 


funds to education have affected her 
mother, a first-grade teacher. 

“My..problem-is not so much with 
the city of Long Beach, but with the 
state and federal management of mon- 
ey,” Roberson said. 


After explaining how her mother 
had to teach more than 30 students at 
once with no student aid,*along with 
the impacts of pay cuts, she ended her 
speech by saying, “Education is not 
happening.” 


Her speech was met with raucous 
applause and cheering from the crowd,

Campus faces shortage 
of left-handed desks

President Barack Obama, Leon- 
ardo da Vinci, Jimi Hendrix, Marilyn 
Monroe and Kermit the Frog all face 
a common challenge that an approxi- 
mate 10 percent of Cal State Long 
Beach students face as well. 

The trait that affects their every- 
day lives is left-handedness. 

- For about 3,341 students at 
CSULB, being a lefty means often 
having to deal with a shortage of left- 
handed seats in the classroom. 

“Tm a lefty and it’s just irritating 
when you’re in class and uncomfort- 


able,” sophomore electrical engi- 
neering major Alex Montoya said of 
right-handed seats. ; 

Alene Spindel, an environmental 
science and policy major, said she 
has a lecture class that does not have 
left-handed seats. 

“Tt’s a problem that they are not 
always provided, because being left- 
handed isn’t a handicap — it’s in fact 
a very common thing,” she said. 

Dr. Bryng Bryngelson, a Min- 
nesota psychologist, has conducted 
research om left-handedness for 30 
years. He claimed that nearly 34 per- 
cent of the world’s population may be 
left-handed, but many are discour- . 
aged at a young age. 

However, most studies report that 
only 10-15 percent of the population 
is left-handed. 

Marine biology major Kristiana 
Marezeski said, “The left-handed

Students notice 
smokers near bus 
stops, building 
entrances.

Cal State Long Beach calls itself a 
smoke-free campus, yet many students 
and faculty overlook the smoking poli- 
cy every day. 

The smoke-free environment policy 
was adopted in the fall semester of 
1989. 

The policy states that smoking is 
prohibited inside buildings and court- 
yards, within 20 feet of building en- 
trances, windows. and air intakes, and 
the perimeter of Brotman Hall. 

With this policy, CSULB claims to 
guard against secondhand smoke. 

“T usually see people smoking while 
waiting for class at the CBA building, 
and there’s clearly a sign posted around 
the building,” said Daniel Carter, soph- 
omore criminal justice major. 

In 2004, Assembly Bill 846 went

CSULB policy prohibits smoking within 20 feet of building entrances, windows or atr intakes. 


into effect to increase the smoking dis- 
tance from five feet to 20 feet from state 
buildings. AB 846 also mandates that 
state agencies can further regulate with 
more severe restrictions. 

Although the official policy states 20 
feet, the signs posted on the CBA build- 
ing mandate a 25 feet separation. This 
rule means 20 or 25 feet from any entry, 
exit or air vent of any university building. 

“Whenever I see someone smoking 
outside of class or something, I just 
move away, even though I know they’re

the ones who are supposed to [move], 
said Kristian Patterson, junior criminal 
justice major. 

Long Beach is a smoke-free city. The 
same regulations apply to the city, as 
listed in CSULB’s policy. 

As part of the Long Beach Munici- 
pal Code 8.68, smoking is prohibited at 
beaches and near bus stops. Still, there 
are several bus stops on campus where 
people can be seen smoking while wait- 
ing for their buses. 

“T guess everyone just has to look out 


for themselves since it’s not going to be 
enforced,” Patterson said. 

The policy also prohibits smoking 
outdoors in areas that are near food ser- 
vice facilities. — 


“I hate when I’m trying to eat, and 


I can smell smoke,” Carter said. “It 
makes me want to get up and leave.” 

“According to the CSULB’s smoke- 
free environment policy, “The suc- 
cess of this policy depends upon the 
thoughtfulness, consideration and co- 
operation of everyone.”

Another CSULB student, Alex- 
andra Lesnak, held a sign that read 
“S.0.S., Do Something Washington!” 

The group of protesters eventually 


~ attracted nearly 100 people, including 


a police cruiser that stood by to watch. 

Group organizers said, “There 
were no reports of injuries, and only 
positive interaction between our pro- 
testers and the Long Beach Police 
Department.” 

The police refused to comment and 
directed all questions from the press 
to the Police Information Office. 

Occupy Long Beach protesters 
will continue assembly through this 
week at Bluff Park, where they will 
be handing out fliers explaining their 
message, continuing the open mic 
and holding discussions on what ex- 
actly needs to be changed.

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Walkway 
to bridge 
campus 
and lots 


The project will be 
completed in the 
‘spring of 2012.

Cal State Long Beach’s parking and 


transportation services will begin a . 


$1.3. million construction project this 
week for a new pedestrian walkway 
between Lot 17 and 18. 

Funding for the project, which is 
scheduled to end during the beginning 
of the spring 2012 semester, will come 
solely from parking and transportation 
services, according to its general man- 
ager Mark Rudometkin. 

The construction will begin with 


the entire removal of the ivy row that 
separates Lot. 17 and 18. The ivy row 
will be replaced with the newly paved 
pedestrian walkway, setting the frame 
for-a total renovation of Lot 18 as well 
as a reconstructed intersection con- 
necting Lot 16 and 17. 

Currently, students walking from 
Lot 20, located across the Residence 
Commons dormitory, and Lot 16, do 
not have a designated pathway to use 
when heading toward west campus. 

Due to the limited walkways in that 
area, students typically. pass through 
Lot 17, adjacent to Brotman Hall; 
causing a possible safety issue for 
drivers and pedestrians. 

The current intersection on Mer- 
riam Way that connects Lot 16 and 17 
will be pushed south, approximately 
50 feet, in order to effectively connect 
the sidewalk bordering Lot 16 andthe 
new walkway. 

In addition, the second entrance 
to Lot 18 will be closed off in order 
to make way for the new intersection 
and have a more efficient flow of traf- 
fic. The only entrance for Lot 18 will 
be directly behind the Student Health 
Services building. : 

Changes being implemented will . 
include a total reconstruction of Lot

quake occur, and what geologists are 
doing to better understand the system 
’ of faults found in Southern California. 
Onderdonk presented findings ex- 
plaining why we would most likely 
not experience a natural disaster of the 
scale of the Japanese Tohoku earth- 
quake in March. However, it could be 
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on Oct. 6. 

“Anticipating the ‘Big One’” fo- 
cused on how to know when, where 
and what to expect should an earth- 
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one still prominent enough to prompt 
us to “hop in our cars and drive to Ari- 
zona,” he joked. 

“We couldn’t really produce a mag- 
nitude-9 earthquake,” he said, due to 
Southern California’s different types 
of faults. 

However, even though our “big 
one” is not expected to be as intense as 
Japan’s, he said, “The San Jacinto and 
the southern San Andreas [faults] are 
both due for a large earthquake, and I 
would be surprised if we did not have 
an earthquake in that area within the 
next 20 years.” 

Onderdonk said the possibility of 
an earthquake occurring along the San 
Jacinto fault is one every 160 to 210 
years — it’s been roughly 211 years 
since the last earthquake. 

If an earthquake were to occur, 
there would be prolonged shaking in 
the greater Los Angeles region that 
would trail into Long Beach, but the 
threat of a tsunami would not be as 
great. . 

If that earthquake and tsunami do 
occur, however, “The safest place 
[for students to run on campus] I’d 
say might be the bookstore — near 
that area, at the top of the stairs,” he 
said. “That has more or less the high- 
est elevation on campus. I don’t think a 
tsunami would be able to overtop that. 
[But,] I would say we’re relatively safe 
[at CSULB].” 
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dungiest area of the room, like being at 
the back of the bus.”

- he said, 


left-handed desks is not something the 
university is required to do. 

“The university has to provide a 
reasonable experience for education,” 
“and classrooms are deemed 
pretty well equipped if they have a desk 
and a board and the teacher. The only 
thing a school has to really worry about 
is public safety, not whether a lefty has 


a desk that works for them.” 

According to Perbix, professors are 
not obligated to request left-handed 
tables for students. 

Instead, students have to make them- 
selves knowledgeable of where to make 
a proper chair request. 

Sue Brown, director of physical and 
construction management, is in charge 


of providing reasonable accommoda- 
tion in classrooms at Cal State Long 
Beach. 

Brown said via email that, during the 
summer, her department ordered 754 


new tablet armchairs to replace broken 
chairs in Liberal Arts 1 and Liberal 
Arts 5. Of these, 60 chairs, or 8 percent, 
were left-handed. 


However, Brown said the department 
of physical and construction manage- 
ment is aware of a need for left-handed 
tables because of “specific student re- 
quests.” 

Students who wish to request a left- 
handed table are asked to contact physi- 
cal planning and facilities management 
to explore options for accommodation.

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Apple co-founder Steve Jobs passes away, but leaves a legacy 


Last Wednesday, the highly esteemed Steve 
Jobs passed away. His legacy, on the other hand, 
is alive and well.

Wall Street protesters should fight for equality of opportunity 


Allowing wealth inequality to persist ina 
society is not inherently wrong. It may adversely 
affect individuals within a population, namely 
those who are not wealthy, but no one should | 
criticize the success of others simply because 
they lack their own. : 

But, some, who are frustrated with American 
wealth inequality are doing just this, rallying to 
“occupy” American cities, and speaking, they 
say, for the 99 percent of Americans who are not 
wealthy. 

Don’t get me wrong. A system of injustice that 
leads to wealth inequality should be attacked, dis- 
mantled and replaced with a fair alternative, but 
something tells me that some within the Occupy 
Wall Street movement would not be satisfied with 
its replacement. 

In any free system there will be rich and poor. 
This is because —contrary to popular belief — 
humans were not created equal. 

As much as I would love to play professional 
basketball, I cannot. My ability as a basketball 
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player — no matter how hard I work — is limited 


by certain features specific to me. 

The ability to gain wealth is akin 
to playing basketball. Just like some 
people can’t play basketball, others 
can’t amass wealth. 

But, if our society doesn’t 
criticize Kobe Bryant for be- 
ing a great basketball player, 
why should it criticize the 
wealthiest Américans for 
their ability to gain wealth? 
Many in this country have 
jumbled up two very dif- 
ferent ideas: equality of 
opportunity and equality of 
outcome. 

There are probably some 
on Wall Street who are 
actually dissatisfied with 
corruption and injustice 
and are fighting for equal- 
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ity of opportunity — a chance to become 


wealthy. These people criticize large 
government bailouts, deregula- 
tion of the financial markets 
and unfair campaign finance 
laws. 
_ Still, there are many who 
are frustrated with their in- 
ability to gain wealth and are 
fighting for equality of outcome 
— a guarantee that everyone has 
the same. These people criticize 
the wealthy for not “paying their 
fair share,” asking for debt forgive- 
ness and higher taxes in order to 
subsides their living expenses. 
Sure, wealthy Americans 
have a moral obligation to 
support their poorest com- 
patriots but that shouldn’t 
amount to wholesale 
redistribution of wealth. It 
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is not the job of the wealthy to ensure the poor are 
provided with resources to live like the middle 
class. People come to the United States for op- 
portunity, not economic equality. 

Corruption in the financial sector may have led 
to the partial collapse of American equal oppor- 
tunity, but this collapse should not be followed by 
a movement for equality of outcome. We should 
be sympathetic to protesters who are fighting 
for opportunity and not redistribution of wealth, 


_ financial regulation and not higher taxes. 


There’s nothing inherently wrong with | per- 
cent of Americans controlling a large amount 
of wealth, as long as that 1 percent earns this 
wealth in accordance with democratically 
instituted laws. 

The latter.part of that statement should be 
our only concern and in my opinion that’s best 
handled off the street and in a legislative body.

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ACLU involvement in terrorist’s trial with US is an oxymoron 


In the constant tug-of-war between balancing 
civil liberties and keep America safe, the United 
States government has taken a lot of flak over the 
apparent sanctioned assassination of American- 
born Islamist militant Anwar Al-Awlaki. Who 
knew it would be such a hassle for President 
Barack Obama to kill one terrorist? And more 
importantly, who else is sick and tired of the 
American Civil Liberties Union protecting the 
rights of every terrorist they deem “innocent”? 

On Sept.30, two drones shot Hellfire missiles 
at Al-Awlaki, who was riding in a vehicle in Ye- 
men with other suspected terrorists in an attack 
sanctioned by the Obama administration. Al- 
Awlaki — originally born in New Mexico — was 
a mouthpiece and contact for Islamic fundamen- 
talists for the last 20 years, and had dealings with 
an assortment of various miscreants ranging from 
several 9/11 hijackers to Fort Hood shooter Nidal 
Malik Hasan. From various websites and through 
other means of communication, Al-Awlaki 
became known as the “bin Laden of the Internet,” 
according to U.S.A. Today, and President Obama 
dubbed him one of the leaders of al-Qaeda. 

Al-Awlaki, who, through an Internet posting 


last year had called on Muslims to kill Americans 
“without hesitation,” had been described by the 
New York Police Department’s Coun- 
terterrorism Division as “the most 
dangerous man in the world.” In 
light of all of.this, why was there 
any question at all to whether 
this man deserved to continue 
breathing? 

As soon as Al-Awlaki was 
placed on a targeted kill- 
ing list, his father, Nasser 
Al-Aulagi, contacted the 
A.C.L.U. and decided to sue 
the United States govern- 
ment. Yes, you read that right: 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union agreed to represent 
the father of a known 
terrorist operative 
and figurehead in 
a lawsuit against 
the country of 
which the man 
considered him- 
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self to be his enemy. If that’s not irony for you, I 
don’t know what is. 

In the end, Judge John D. Bates dismissed 
the suit, but it makes me sick that the 


on cases like this. What should have 

been a black-and-white operation by 
the U.S. government to rid the world 
of another terrorist has turned into a 
major debate. 

‘According to the New York 
Times, a memorandum was written 
up a year before Al-Awlaki’s death, 
which debated the legality of kill- 
ing an American citizen who had 
since taken up arms with the enemy. 

Continually pressed by the public 
and lobby groups to release a 
document detailing “why 
officials deemed it lawful 

to kill an American citi- 
zen,” the government 
remains steadfast in 
that it did the right 
thing, which clearly 


judicial system has to even waste its time 


it did. 

This shouldn’t even be an issue. The man had 
dealings with terrorists and was a figurehead in 
the jihadist movement and he won’t be mourned. 
But according to many scholars and pundits, 
the entire ordeal has raised questions over law, 
civil liberties, and rights of citizens who commit 
treason. 

In one of the most ironic twists in the case, 
it was even questioned whether the operator of 
the drone who fired the missile from a command 
center was committing a war crime because he 
wasn’t wearing a soldier’s uniform. 

This case reminds us of the endless bureau- 
cracy that takes place in even the most mundane 
killing of an enemy combatant. One of the gov- 
ernment’s main jobs is to protect its citizens from 
threats at home and abroad and Obama was doing 
just that. The covert operation should have been 
met with rounds of applause, not lawsuits and 
debate from scummy lawyers and loudmouths. 
That’s one hell of a way to thank the president for 
doing his job.

“Sweden has never before seen as much 
obesity and overweight people, and it’s a problem 
that costs 20 billion kronor ($2.9 billion) per 
year,” Karolinska Institute’s Claude Marcus said. 


“Type 1 diabetes continues to increase and we 
don’t exactly know why, but we know that your 
lifestyle certainly affects it.” : 
_ Obesity is harmful in many more ways than 
one — mentally and physically — but when it 
comes to taxing food just because they are “fat- 
ty,” our government just shouldn’t get involved. 

First of all, some people may 
need “fatty” foods in their diet 
for whatever medical reason. A 
tax over something they can’t 
control just isn’t fair. 

Also, our government isn’t our babysitter. It’s 
considerate that it would go through such lengths 
for our better health, but a “fat tax” just seems 
like a rushed solution to the growing obesity 
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. epidemic. 


I wouldn’t say that obesity should be ignored 
as an issue, but it shouldn’t be taken care of in an 
irrational manner. 

Moreover, some people of limited means base 
their meals not on nutrition, but on price. It may 
be better that they eat fatty foods than too small 

of rations. 
I’m not going to argue that 
the government shouldn’t get 
“involved because we can take 
care of the problem ourselves, obviously that isn’t 
the case, but in terms of taxing more, people are 
going to complain. 

The biggest problem I have with a “fatty tax” is 

more along the lines of how hypocritical it would 
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be — at least in the U.S. — to tax fatty foods. 

I remember about six years ago when it was 
no longer mandatory to take physical education. 
Maybe actually enforcing physical education in 
grade, middle and high school would be a better 
solution, at least in California. 

Or what about offering healthy lunch options 
in school? After all, most health habits develop 
during a kid’s childhood. 

There are so many other ways that obesity can 
be regulated. If we are to be charged a “fat tax,” 
then I only hope every other contributing factor 
to obesity is adjusted as well. It would only make 
sense.

Charles and Ray Eames were design- 
ers that had a big influence in furniture 
design. They were American designers 
that worked in architecture, furniture, 


graphic design, fine art and film. On 
Thursday, the Architecture and Design 
museum held an opening reception for 
the “Eames Design: The Guest Host 


’ Relationship Exhibit” at the Los Ange- 


les County Museum of Art (LACMA). 
The exhibition has an array of works 
that the Burnes duo designed that show 
the “guest-host relationship.” The ex- 
hibition shows the examination of 


- Charles and Ray Earnes’ designs from 


the eyes of the guests’ needs. 
Lucia Dewey Atwood, granddaugh- 
ter of Charles and Ray Earnes, ex- 
plained that the exhibition is “focused 
on the process of the Eames products.” 
According to Atwood, the idea con- 
veyed is “the process analyzing the 
need ... and designing it so it can be 
used by many people, sizes and ages.” 
Andrew Byrom and William Lar- 


son, professors from the Cal State Long 
Beach art department, were involved 
in this exhibit. Byrom worked with 
Deborah Sussman, graphic and interior 
designer, to design the overlook of the 
exhibition: They, with help of other de- 
signers, put together the items and the 
quotes on the walls. 

Larson worked on the eameswords. 
com interactive website. He said that 
it would be an interesting exhibition 
for students because it shows what the 
Eames believed in. 

Larson said, “Eames believed that a 
style could be a hindrance if you have 
reverence for the style instead of fulfill- 
ing the need of an object.” 

- He continued, “Design students are 
so involved with finding a style instead 
of actually looking for a solution to the 
problem in hand.” 


The museum has pieces that students 
would be interested in exploring, such 
as common items that can be found in 
a household. However, the items are put 
on display to appreciate them in a more 
profound way. Atwood explained that 
the items are from the Eames home, 
which is currently under repair. 

The Eames foundation is holding 
these exhibitions to show what regu- 
larly can be seen in the Eames home. 
The items are in six different museums. 
The exhibit is on display as part of the 
Pacific Standard Time collaboration of 
more than 60 institutions across South- 
ern California coming together to cel- 
ebrate the birth of the L.A. art scene.
